Towardes the ende of the 
noneth, Nogard (ſo they commonly call it ) and 
Sangiacaf,a famous rowne became outs, and cer- 
taine Turkes of Albie-roiall bringing anew Depu- 
y into the caſtle of Palatte —_— ſurpriſed, were in 
December by Huzar Peter valiantly put to the 
worle. But ith the time of the yeere was ſo vnfit,& 
the continuall raine made the waics ſodeepe, that 
theirordinance could not coucniently be haled fr 
place toplace,and that the armye could not indure 
to lie incampedanie longer, they were on both 
ſides inforced to goto their wintering places. In 
the meane time Sinam the Bafla of Velirium was 
earneſtly expeed at Buda, but he beeing gone to 
Conſtantinople,the deputy of Greece is recorded 
to haue come to Buda at laſt witha certaine power 
not of greateſt importance. 
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
